QY. N what Manner is the Nobility of Exgland 
diftinguifhed ? 
4. Into the Nobility, properly fo called 5 and the 
Gentry. 

©, Whom do you comprehend under the Title of 
the Nobility? 

A. Dukes, Marquiffes, Earls, Vifcounts, and Ba- 
rons, 

2. Is the Title of Duke of any Antiquity among 
the Eng/ih ? 

A. We are told that it was firft beftowed in the 
Year 1335, on Edward Prince of Wales, called the 
Black Prince, of whom mention will be made in the 
Battles of Cre/y and Poitiers, he being then created 
Duke of Cornwall. 

2. Of what Antiquity are the Titles of Marquiffes 
and Vifcounts ? 

4. The Title of Marquis was firlt conferred by 
h ny Richard ll. Anno 1485, on Robert de Vere, Rarl 
Of Ux/ord, who was created Marquis of Daé/ix, And 
the frit who bore the Title of Vifcount was Zohn Beau- 
mont, Created Vifcount Beaumont by King Henry VI. 

‘una 1439, Feb. 12. The mott ancient Title of all, 
aie thoie of Bard and Baron. 

<2, Of what Antiquity are they ? 

al. The Vile of Earl was in Ufe among the Sax- 
ens, but was firit given, with Jurifdiction over parti- 
cular Places, by William the Conqueror, the Year af- 
ter he had obtain’d the Kingdom ; he creating (for 
Jnftance) Earls of Arundel, Chefler, Cornwall, &c. 
allotting to each the third Penny arifing from the Pleas 
wi their reipeciive Diftritts. But they have now nei- 
ther furifdiction nor third Penny, but inftead thereof a 
{all annual Stipend from the Exchequer. The Word 
Baron came tn foon after the Conqueft, fucceeding to 
the Saxon Tule Thane ; and being the loweft Rank of 
Nobility, is often ufed for the whole Body colleéive- 
ly ; becaufe regular!y all Noblemen are Barons, tho’ 
they have a more exalted Dignity. 

2, Have the Peers any high Privileges ? 

4. They have Entrance, Suffrage, and Seats in 
Parliament; nor can be arrefted, unlefs in Cafes of 
High-Trealon, Felony, Breach of Peace, Condem- 
ation in Parliament, or Contempt of the King ; their 
Sus are immediately wed in the Houfe of Peers; 





and they cannot be tried for Felony or Treafon, or for 
Mifdemeanor, when the Commons impeach, but by 
their Peers, except in Cafes of Appeal for Murther. 

2, Are thefe all their Privileges ? 

A. When they are fent for to Parliament, they 
have Liberty to hunt in the King’s Grounds, either in 
going to, or returning from it. “hofe who any ways 
injure Peers, are punifhed by the Statute of Scandalum 
Maenatum. Neither the Sheriff nor his Officers are 
allow’d to fearch their Houfes in fome Cafes, without 
the King’s Order firft obtain’d, fign’d by fix Privy 
Counfellors: In a Word, they have a great many o- 
ther Privileges. inrsh ae 

9. Are not the Dukes diftinguifhed by a peculiar 
Habit? 

A. They wear a ducal Cap, and a Mantle of State, 
which they are allow’d to appear in where-ever the 
King is not prefent; bat they are obliged to wear it 
when they attend him in the Parliament, or at the 
Coronation. 

Q, Do the other Peers wear ceremonial Mantles ? 

A. Yes; but not to mention that one Degree of 
Nobility differs from the other; a Marquis may not 
wear his ceremonial Mantle in prefence of a Duke; 
an Earl in prefence of « Marquis ; a Vifcount in pre- 
fence of an Earl; and a Baron in pretence of a Vif- 
count, except in the Parliament-Houfe, or at the Co- 
ronation of a King or Queen. 

2, In what other Particulars do they ftill differ ? 

4. In thefe, wiz. that all the younger Sons of 
Dukes and Marquiffes are Lords; an Earl’s eldeit Son 
alio bears the ‘ite of Lord ; but his younger Sons, 
and thofe of Vifeounts, and all the male Children 
of Barons, are no more than private Gentlemen, and 
ftiled Honourable. 

9. Are not the Coronets ufed by the Nobility of 
very antient Date? 

A. Thofe belonging to Earls were appointed about 
King Edward the Third’s Time ; thofe of Vifcounts 
in King ‘fames the Firft’s Reign ; and thofe of Barons 
in that of King Charles II. 

2, Whom do you underftand by the Gentry ? 

A. Baronets, Knights, and Efquires, who are all 
Gentlemen, fimply fo call’d, and make Part of the 
Commons. 


Of the third Eftate. 


2. F whom is the third Eftate compos’d ? 

A. Of the Gentry, or lower Nobility, the 
Gentlemen of the long Robe, of Free-holders, Mer- 
chants, ‘Tradefmen, Yeomen, Publicans, and Pea- 
fants.

Of the Englith in general. 


ud RAY defcribe the Perfons of the Exg/ih ? 
7 A. They are for the moft part handiome, 
grey-ey'd, fair complexion’d, have light Hair, and 
are well fhaped. Their Women are very beautiful, 
and have greater Privileges than thofe of other Coun- 
tries. 

2, What have you to fay as to their Qualities? — 

A, They have naturally good Senfe, and fucceed in 
whatever they undertake ; are great Sticklers for Re- 
ligion, and ftill more fo in maintaining their Privileges ; 
they run all Hazards to get them reftor’d, whenever 
they are depriv’d of them. 

2. You have taken no Notice of their Inclinations 
with Refpe& to War ? 

A. That they are a brave People, is not to be dif- 
puted ; they are feldom feen to flinch, but are not 
able to fupport very great Fatigues, being naturally 
not much inclined to Labour; they are born with a 
Patience which is often of more Advantage to them 
than a warm ‘Temper. 

2. Are the Engli/fh great Traders? 

A. Yes; particularly fince King Henry the Seventh’s 
Time. ‘This Monarch, reflecting in what Manner he 
might beft employ his Subjeéts, in order to leave them 
no Leifure to meditate on Infurre€tions, open’d to 
them a Trade by Sea, which they have fince carried on 
with great Succefs, as well as Integrity and Honour. 


Of England in general. 


2. FES the Air of England healthy ? 

A. It is fo healthy, that we often fee fome 
of its Natives enjoy a perfeét Health till 100 Years of 
Age; however, it does not appear fo, the Air bein 
very thick, and fo clogg’d with Mifts and Fogs, efpe- 
cially at London, that People can fometimes fcarce fee 
one another in the Streets, at a very little Diftance. 

2. Are Fogs very frequent ? 

A. So frequent, that "tis almoft a general Rule in 
London, that if the Morning is not foggy, it rains in 
the Afternoon ; and in cafe a Fog rifes in the Morn- 
ing, One is almoft fure of having a fine Afternoon : 
And this Rule holds good for moft Parts of England. 

2. We may therefore f{uppofe this Country to be 
very cold ? 

4. Lefs than one would imagine it to be; for the 
warm Winds that blow from the weftern Ocean, foften 
very much the Severity of the Cold. 

2. What are the Qualities of the Soil ? 

A. It is fat and fruitful, yielding every Thing in 
great Abundance that is neceflary for Life ; and if 
Grapes could ripen in it, it would certainly be one of 
the beft Countries in the World. It abounds in Game ; 
ine Sea and the Rivers furnith great Quantities of Fith : 
The Meadows are covered with Oxen, Cows, and 
Sheep. The Milk, Butter, Cheefe, Beef and Mut- 
fon, are exceeding good. 
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A. In the Traffiick of their Wool, which is very 
fine ; and in their Cloth, which, for its Beauty and 
Goodnefs, is preferred to Suk. 

2. Have they a great Number of tame Animals? 

A. I have already obferved, that the Meadows 
were covered with great and {mall Cattle; and fhall 
add, that they have Hories for War, for Hunting, and 
the Plough, which are as high-mettled as thoie of 
Spain; are much longer-winded, but very tender- 
hoof’d. They have fome Affes, but few Mules ; a 
great Number of Mattiffs, which are more eftcem'd 
than thofe of any other Part of Eurcpe. 

Q. Is it true that there are no Wolves in Fug/and ? 

A. They were formerly fo numerous, that the Kings 
of England \aid a'Tribute of a hundred Wolves Heads 
on the Inhabitants of Wa/es ; and it was very ufual 
for a Perfon condemn'd to die, to have his Punith- 
ment changed to a Mulct of a certain Number of 
Heads of thefe Animals ; by which Means they were 
all killed, infomuch that there was not one left alive. 

2. Are there any Mines in England ? 

A. Strabo tells us that it had Golden Mines, end 
Cicero was of the fame Opinion, but there are none 
found in thefe Days . There are a few Silver Mines in 
the Principality of Wales ; there are allo a great Num- 
ber of Lead and Iron Mines; and *tis well known 
that Cornwall furnifhes the beft Tin in the World ; 
and that Coal-pits, particularly about Newcafile; and 
Quarries of Stone, are found in feveral Places. 

Q. Name me the chief Rivers of Exg/and ? 

A. The Thames, the Severn, and the Humber. 


SAXON KINGS. 


EGBERT, the Firf Monarch of England. 
Reigned from the Year 801, to 838. 


&. 7 HO was the firft Monarch of England ? 
A. Egbert, the lait King of the //’-/- 


Saxons. 

2. Whofe Son was he ? 

A. Of Alcmund, defcended from Jnigif/, Brother 
to Ina, King of the Wef-Saxons. His diftinguifh'd 
Merit raifed the Jealoufy of feveral Perfons tn the 
Court of King Brithric, where he did not meet with 
the Reception he expected ; and having been con 
demn’d to lofe his Head, he fled, and by that Mean: 
efcaped the Fury of his Enemies. 

2. To whom did he fly ? 

A. To Offa, King of the Mercians, and afterwards 
to the Court of Char/emain King of France. 

2. What Reception did he meet with from Char/e- 
Main £ 

A. The King, charm’d with his fine Qualities, 
treated him with great Diftin€tion at his Court, for 
near twelve Years ; and made him accompany him ir 
his Journey to Fraxhfort, and afterwards to Rome. 

Y. Was any Thing remarkable done at this Time 
in Rome ?

A Dascrtrrrow of a Sea- Dragon. 
S 1 Rk, Ke ah, Dec. 7° 
Send you inclofed fuch a Reprefenrarion, as I could 
if delineate from my Memory, or a Sea Moniler, which 
is carri¢d abour the Countries by a Fifherman, who 
was difabled by it when taken. ; 

Its Head and Tail refemble thef of an Alligator ; it has 
ewo large Fins, which ferve it both to (wim and fly. And, 
tho’ they were {0 dried that I could not extend them, yet 
they appear, by the Molds, to be fhaped like thote which 

en to Dragons, and other winged Mons 
fters, that ferve as Supporters to Coats of Arms. Its Body 
is cover’d with impenctrable Scales; its Legs have. two 
foints, and its Feet are hooted, like thofe of an Als ; it has 
inve Rows of very white and (harp Teeth ineach jaw, and 
15 in Length about tour Foor, tho’ it was longer when 
alive, it having fhrunk as it became dry. 

It was caught in a Net with Mackrel, and being drag 
red on Shore was knock’d down with a Stretcher, or 
Bosr-byek: The Net being open’d, it fuddenly {prung 
up, and flew above so Yards ; the Man who firlt feized it 
had feveral of his Fingers bitren off, and the Wound morti- 
fying, he died: It atterwards faftencd on the Man’s Arm 
who fhews it, and !acerated it fo much, that the Mutfcles 
are fhrunk, and rhe Hand and Fingers diitorted; the 
Wound is not yet healed, and is thought to be incurabie. 
ee-lt is faid by fome, to have been deicribed by Naturalifts 
under the Name of the ScaeDragon. I bave not, hows 
ever, feen any Defcription that comes with this Crea- 
ture, and am inclined to think it a Montter.

rather chofe the Eng/ijh thould burn their Houfes, and fuch 
Commoditics as they could not remove, than condefcend 
‘to redeem them at any rcafonable Rate ; accordingly the 
whole Town was laid in Afhes, except a Convent anda 
Church, which Mr. Axjon ordered to be {pared. This Or- 
der, and the tingular Humanity and Politene{s with which 
he treated the Prifoners during the whole Expedition, are 
fhining Proots both ot his good Nature and Sagacity. For 
as he had been reprefenred as a Heretick, a Name which 
among thofe People, includes every Species of Vice and 
Impiery, that is, a Monfter, and might have expected to be 
treated with Brutality and Cruclry, anfwerable to their 
Conception ofhim, had he been taken ; he thought him- 
telf under the greater Obligation to {cet his Prifoners an Ex. 
ample of worthier Sentiments, and a nobier Condué. All 
were treated with Lenity, their Women with the molt mo- 
deft Refpeét,and the very Monks relented at the courteous 
Deporrment of the Conquerors, whom they had been ufed 
ropaint in fuch trighrtu] Colours. Nay, Gratitude carried 
a Jeluir fo far as to putan hypothetical Interpretation on 
that crucl Tener on their Church, which excludes all He- 
adtics from Salvation. 

Thus the Name of Mr. Anfon, and, on his Account, the 
Name of an Exelijfbman is beloved and refpeced fall over 
America ; and Harmony and Conhdence has now taken 
Place between thefe Nations on a Peace, of which Com. 
mere, mutual Wants, and mutual Eftcem, ought to be 
aie perpetual Cements, ; 

She CGlucefler being upon a Cruife to the Northward, 
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on the fame Coatt, had no fhare in the taking of Payta ; 
and ic was fome Days aiter betore fhe joined the Admiral,

The whole Squadron being in a we2k Condition, and an 
Alarm having been univerfaily {pread,could makens greater 
Atrempre than upon the Manzi/la Galicon, which they knew 
to be at Sea. This Veffcl comes every Year aboitr the 
Month or Zanuary to Mexico, loaded with Afiatic Com: 
modities trom Manilla, which ir delivers ar Acapnico, in 
exchange tor Gold, Silver, and a tew American Goors. 
About the Month of March fhe fets out on her Return, 
whichjisa fhorter Voyage. For 8 Months togerher rhe 
Englifh con{tantly fixed all their Views, and exerted ail 
Endeavours to rake this Ship. Upon leavin Payta, ther 
thought they had Time enough to reach Acapzico betore 
the Galleon : But, a§ their Prifoners whom they could nor 
fer on Shore before the taking of Payta had exnended 
their Water, and this Town being in a fandy, barren Cli. 
mate, affording none, it was refoived to take in a Supply 
at the Iliand of Suioo, Which lics ac the Mouth of the 
Gulph of Panama” There they arrived on the 3d or 
December, having a few Days betore pailed the Line for 
the fecond Time. Three Days would have been {ufficient 
for their Watering at Quibo, ad they not been obliged to 
wait for the Glouceffer, which had been feparated from 
them, and did not come up to them before the 12th, They 
employed this [nrerval in fupplving themfelves with excel- 
lenc Water, which, after running through a Channel of 
120 Feet broad, and aso Feet long, rufhes down upon 
Rocks, which gives an infinite Variety to its Stream, and 
forms a fine Catcade, tac Beauty of which is heightened 
by the contiguous Woods. This Ifland being, as it were, 
one’ continued Foreft, and frequented only in the Time of 
the Pearl Fifhery, Turtles were the only Provifions which 
it afforded to the Englifb; and thefe they tound in fuch 
Abundance, as to take on Board a Month’s Provifion of 
them ; and they afterwards caught a trefh Supply on the 
Coalt of Mexico, which proved fuch wholefome Nourifh- 
ment, that, during their feven Months ftay in America, af. 
ter their Departure from Fuan Fernandez, they loft but 
two Men, They brought the Indians and Negroes whom 
they had taken, ro eat Turtle, which beiore they ac- 
counted no better than Poifon ; and were overjoy’d to find 
that they could now procure themfelves a more delicious 
Food than any allowed them by their Matters ; the fupreme 
Pleafures among thefe Wretches confifting in Gluttony and 
Drunkennefs, 

It was thought to be but a fhort Cur from Quibo to 
Mexico ; yet, {ome Calms intervening, they did not get 
Sight ot Mexico till the 27th of Fanuary, 1742. The Night 
betore they had perceived a Light, and being render’d 
credulous by their Wifhes, they took the Light for one of 
the Galleons; but the Morning diffipated their Joy ; for 
they plainly perceived that it was a Fire made on a high 
Mountain, which, inthe Night'they. had feen, though at 
1s Leagucs Diftance. Though the Time of the Galleon’s 
Arrival was elapfed, they {till hoped that it had been de- 
layed by fome Accident ; and, in order to ger Intelligence 
of it, as wellas to reconnoitre the Situation of Acapulco, a 
Boat was fent away, which getting near theShore in the 
Night, brouylic of a hfhing Canoe. The Prifoners m- 
formed them that the Galleon had arrived the oth of 
Fanuary, and was to fail again the 1ath of March.-—- 
At this News they were again clated with Hope, and Mr. 
Anfon, to make fure of this valuable Prize, ftationed the 
Ships of his Squadron in a circular Line, off the Port'of 4- 
capulco, at three Leagues Dittance from cach other ; io 
that the five Ships commanded a Space of 24 Leagues, in 
which one or other mutt fee every Vetlel that pafied ; fer

The Port of Cheguetan, or Segatoneo, which hes about 
1> Leagues trom Acapulco, was convenient oniy tur being 
the neareit ; for the Proviiions are neither very good, nor 
very plenty ; the Water is brachifh ; and there is no fuch 
Thing as Pulfe or Fruits: Cartle is {Carce on Shore, and 
even the Sea is not fo well ttored as elfewhere. Couid 
they have {ately gone tarther up the smcrt to trade 
with the Inhabitants, they might poilibly have been better 
fuppiy’d. But the Natives were prevented trom going to- 
wards the Coait by the Spaniards, who, upon the-Arrivai 
of the Enelifo, flock’d to the Woods near the Harbours, 
where they ttood as Spectators only, withour making the 
leat Attempt ro moleit them. It wou!ld have been Mil- 
condu to have gone faither in Search of Inhabitants with 
fuch a fmali Force ; and, as it was natural to apprehend 
they lay in Ambuth, feveral Precautions were taken to 
hinder the Men from iiraggling. One, however, who 
ttole beyond the Bounds, had the Misfortune to be taken ; 
but afterwards made his Efcape at Lisbon, trom the Ship 
which was carrying him into Spaiz, aad brought the firit 
Advice to England, ot the Proceedings and Condition of 
the Squadron in America. 

Chequetan was the lalt Place in America where they 
propoted to land. It was now Time to think of p:occed- 
ing to Afta, and, toavoid any Incumbrances in their Paf- 
tage, the Spanifb Prizes, which they had hitherto made 
ute ot, were deitroy’d. The Englifhmen in ail were {carce 
‘uthcient to Man a fourth Rate; and 7 or 8 of their beit 
Seamen were very near perifhigg on this Coalt; Thefe 
2nd one Ofheer had been left ina Boat to keep a Look-out 
of Acapulco, with Orders, that, upon the Galleon’s come 
ing out, they fhould make the beit of their Way to inform 
the Commodore, who held himfelf in Readinefs immedi- 
ate.y to purfue her. The Time limited for the Boat’s Return

being pait, without any Sight of her, the beft they could 
hope tor, was, that fhe had fallen into the Hands of the 
“nemy. Under the Influence of this Suppofition, Mr. An- 
fon fent fome of his Prifoners to the Governor, with an 
Oiter to exchange all the Spaniara’s which were {till on 
board for thefe few Englifbmen ; but before an Anfwer ree 
turn’d, the Boat appear’d.---The emaciated Bodies, and 
extreme Weaknefs of thefe Men, were furiicient Proofs of 
tae unparallel’d Sufferings which they related. After 
cruiling off the Port the whole Time limited by their Ore 
cers, tacy had endeavoured to reach the Squadron, but the 
Jrrents continually fet againit them; and their Want of

So that it appears, that both Vegetables and Animals 
have their ProduStions trom their Parent Vegetables or A- 
nimals, and are not any of them geucrated by the Hear of 
the Sun, upon Purictaction and ‘orruption, as has been 
imagin'd by fome antient Philof phers. 

Burt as tew of theic Kinds are capable of bearing the 
Cold ot Winter, or then to aét in their common Waye of 
i.ite; Whatadmirable Provitions are al] of them enabled tu 
make tor themielves in the fureft Ways and beit Manners, 
which fuic with their own Prefervations, aud thofe of their 
Product. 

1 thai! conclude this with an Inftance of my own Obfer. 
vatioa, in the Coumry Village,where | received my Birth 
aud Education, and have ‘pear the greatell Pait ef my 
paft Lite. I had an old Willow ‘Tree, which giew before 
the Front of my Houle, which for feyeral Years had been 
decaying in the Body; but fomeLite remaining in the Out. 
fide and Bark, the Branches were prefery’d to put ona 
Summen’s Livery of green Leaves: but the Heart in the 
Body being decayed, obliged ir at laft to yield and give

Fewel, I caufed it to be cloven up for that Purpofe, when 
to the Wonder of myfely and all Spectators, we found 
Multitudes of {mall, ftrair, round Hollows, trom the Top 
of the Bole to the Botrom, about the Proportion of the 
Hollow of a large Goofe Quill, o* perhaps fomething 
more :Thefe Hoilows lay very near toone another,through. 
out the decayed Parts; but, 1 did not perceive, that any 
of them interfered, croficd, or clafhed one with anorher ; 
And each of thefe Hollows were filled with as many 
Fiefh Flies as could poflibly croud into them; all of them 
lay, itis true, in an inactive and motionlef$ State, bur 
would revive vy the Heat of the Fire: Whether they were 
capable or not of {eeking further Security, | had no Op- 
portunity to difcover. . 

As tothe Services thefeTribes of Infe&s are to Mankind, 
we are told, that their Ufes are excellent in various me- 
dicina] Preparations ; but thofe who have a Mind to en. 
Cuire more narrowly into thew tecret Qualities, I reser to 
the Phyficians. 

I have before taken Notice of the particular Services of 
fich Beesas are kept in Hives: I may farther obferve, thar 
the {weet and melodious Buzzings, or Huzzas, as it were, or 
thefe, and many others of rhe winged Tiibes of them do, 
by «Kind of {weet mufical Noies, invite us to the Prailcs 
ot God for the Bleflings beitow’d on us ; fince they, witta 
the greateft Satistaction, exprefs their Joy and Gratitude 
for this Seafon of Life and Action, whereby they have 
been enabled to be made Parrakers of fuch a comrortahie 
Share of Vigour, asto exercife their Indufbry and Diii- 
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gence in a timely Provifion for the fuccceding Winter ; 
and this with Cheartulnels and Alacricy they as gladly 
puriue in the molt commodious Methods, that Wifdom 
could, in common, we! devife. 

Here aic Inftances worthy of our Imirocion, to excite us 
to Induttry, Vigilance and Care, that we waile not our 
Time in unprohtable Trifles; nor neglec: in the Spring of 
our Yourh, and Summer of oui Manhood, to gather Ho- 
ney for our Support in the Winter of old Age. 

"Tis certain the Cafualries of all Haman Affairs render 
ws liable to Misfortunes ; and tho’ we may lay up Provi- 
tions for the Winter ot old Age, vet we are not aflured, but 
that we may be robbed, cheared, o1 detrauded cut oi them ; 
and be fent again to provide 1 Winter, even when it is 
near approaching : But allowing this, yet ‘t is certainly 
moit prudent to provide for Age ; and it we have not, thro’ 
Iidlenefs or ‘il! Husbandry, brought Want upon ourteives, 
we are certainly entitled to Compatiion and Relief trom the 
Profperous ; and may juftly defire it, when the Idle, Indo- 
Jent, or Profligate, who have brought their Wants upon 
themfclves thro’ their own Idlencis, may and ought to 
be difregarded. 

Juit as the Mafter of the Bees when he expected Ho- 
ney, had he thro’ their Indolence tound his Expeétation 
truitrared, would have had no Regard to their Winter's 
Want, or have pitied their Diitrefs. 


Of REPTILES, or CRELPING THINGS. 


( ANY of the Obfervations which I have made of 

other Animals may be fitly applied to thefe ; as rheir 
different Kinds and Sizes; their Inteiligence; Care of 
their Young; Provifions and Securities again{t Winter, and 
the like: I fhall therefore only take Notice of fonie Pe- 
culiarities concerning them; fuch as of their Make, 
Shipe, Motion, and the venomous Qualities of fome ot 
them. 

Their Make and Shape is generally long ; they are thick- 
eft towards the Head, and gradually decreafe tothe Tail ; 
they generally move upon their Bellies, and are molt of 
them without Legs or Feet; {uch as have any, have gene- 
rally a Multiplicity of very {mall ones ; by which, fays Dr. 
Derbam, * They move themfelves in a Manner not caly to 
* be defcribed in Words, fo that their Legs in going make 
* aKind of Undulation, and give the Body a {twitter Pio- 
* greflion than one would imagine it fhould have, where 
* fo many Feet are to take fo many {hort Sreps, 

Thofe which have no Feet move by many Geometrical 
Ternings and Windings, by the Strength and contrary 
Make ot their Mufcles and Sinews, to thofe ofother Crea. 
tures, Which give them a free Motion ; fo that they can 
turn and wind their Bodies at their Pleature: This 
ayain, Dr. Derbaon obferves in the Motion of the Serpent 
Kind ; where he fays, 

‘ There is a great deal of geometrical Neatnefs and 
Nicery in the finuous Motion or Snakes, and other Sere 
pents. For the alliiting in which Action, the annular 
Seales under their Bodies, are very remarkable, lying 
crofg the Belly contrary to what thofe in the Back, an 

the reit of the Body do; alfo, as the Edges of the fore. 
molt Scales lic over the Edges of their tollowing Scales, 
from Head to ‘lail, fo thofe Edges run_ outa little be- 
yond, or over their following Scales; fo as that when 
cach Scale is drawn back, or fer a little upright by its 
Mufele, the outer Edge thereot (or Foot it may be called) 
is railed alfy a little tiom the Body, to lay hold upon the 
Earth, and fo promote and facilitate the Motion. This 
is what may be ealily {fen in the Slough, or Body of rhe 
Serpent Kind, Bur, fays he, there is another admirable 
Piece ot Mechaniim, that my Antipathy to thefe Ani- 
mals has prevented my prying into,and that is thar every 
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* Scale hatha diftinét MufCle, one End of which is tacked 
‘to the Middle of the Scale; the other to the upper 

Edge ot its following Scale, This, favs he, Dr. Ty/on 
found in the Rattle Snake, and I doubt not is in ‘the 
* whole Tribe.’ 

The laft Thing I fhall take Notice of in fome of this 
Tribe is, that remarkable Poifon with which many of 
them are ftocked : This in Vipers or Adders, lies in a Ba 


in the Gums, atthe upper End of the Teeth, which are 


two, in the tore Part ot the Mouth ; by the Bite of which 
tle Poifon is intufed, and unlefs the Part bitten be pre. 
{ently cut our, or fome other Help be {peedily applied, the 
Poifon is quickly conveyed thro’ the Body, by the Circu- 
lation ot the Blood, and Death unavoidable enfues, 

‘his dangerous Evil we may look upon as a Scourge to 
reclaim and bring finful Man to Repentance, who made 
himfelf fubje€t to accidental Detriments and Dangers by 
his Difobedience, and to punifh him for lofing his So. 
vereign Authority over every Creature ; fince it was 
thro’ the Effeéts that enfued upon Man’s Difobedience, that 
their poifonous Qualities were firft imbibed. 

Yet notwithftanding this Evil has attended Man’s Dif- 
obedience, ‘tis alfo a Mercy to reclaim us, as well as a 
Scourge ; fince God intends our Good by Correétions ; 
and even in this, has provided a Remedy in the moft 
poifonous of thefe Creatures ; for they are alfo made ex- 
cellent Ufes to heal the Effects of their own Poifons ; and 
our Phyficians telis us, that they are alfo (if rightly pre. 

ared) made moit Medicinal in many dangerous an ib. 
Ca Difcafes. Thus we may admire the Mercies of our 
compallionate Creator, who procures us Remedies fuffici- 
ent both tor Body and Soul, againft thofe Evils which our 
firit Parents Difobedience has involved us in, when we 
were not in,a Capacity ourfelves to find ouc a Remedy for 
them. 

And now from this tranfient View, which I have taken 
of the Creation of the Heavens and the Earth; from their 
Noneexiitence, Non-entiry, or Non-materiality, together 
with their Formation afterwards, with the other Furni- 
ture fir for the Entertainment of Man: What fhall we fay 
or conclude from thefe amazing Works of the Author 
of them? Shall we not ftand, with incomprehenfible 
Surprize, and freely acknowledge, that we are loft in 
Thought, and cannot trame any adequate Ideas of 2 
Poaver fo infuperable, of a Wifdom {fo immenfe, and of 
2 Goodne/s {o innumerable ? Into what can we refolve all 
this Power, Wifdom, and Goodnefs, but into the incom- 
prehentible Properties of infinite neceflary Self-exiitence, 
exilting without Caufe or Original? In which Exiitence 
nothing could be wanted that it was not poff fled of, and 
therefore there muit be that Power lodged in it, above 
our Comprehentions, to du whatfoever was agreeable to 
Wiidom and Goodnefs : But as finite Beings cannot com- 
prehend or fathom the unfearchable Works of infinite 
Power and Wifdom, fo the moft perteét created Beings 
mult ever acknowledge God's Works unfathomable, after 
the grearett Searches into them, that they are capable ot 
making from all their Enquiries ; fo that they that make 
the greateit Difcoveries will have the greateit Share of their 
Admiration railed, their Delights augmented, and their 
Praifes excited. 

And this if we look no further than into the.wonderiful 
Make and Oeconomy of this little Globe of our own: Lit- 
tle indeed!

{here are fome authentic Letters in Town written 
from Tetuan, fully fetting forth the Hardfhips and 
Indignities which have been impofed upon his Ma- 
jelty’s Ambaflador to the Emperor of Morocco, on 
Account of the Money’s being delayed, wherewith 
he was to have redeemed the Eng/:/4 Captives who 
have endured fo many Years Slavery in Barbary. 
As this is a Matter of Concern to the Honour of 
the State, and the Mercantile Body of the Nation 
trading to thofe Parts, highly deferving their Atten- 
tion and Redrets, the following Extract from one 
of thofe Letters, is recommended to them for the 
{aid Purpofe ; 


() N the 23d of Augu/ laft, arriv’d at Tetuan, the 
Emperor Mu/y Abdalla’s Alcaide or Governor 
ot that Town, from Fez, with peremptory Orders 
from the faid Emperor, to demand of his Excellency 
William Latton, Efg; Ambaflador there from the 
Court of Great-Britain, the Balance Money due, be- 
ing 4399 /. 1s. for the Redemption of thofe Cap- 
tives, now ‘Thirty-tix in Number; and the 8201 /. 
that was paid to the late Bafhaw Hamer, deceafed, 
which, as the faid Emperor received no Part of it, he 
deems an illegal Payment. ‘The faid Alcaide declar’d 
to the Ambailador, That if he was not forthwith paid 
the whole Sum, or, at leaft, had not his Note of 
Hand, engaging to pay it in eight or ten Days, he 
had pofitive Orders to carry him and the Exg/i> Slaves 
up to Fez ; which would not only greatly enhance the 
Fxpence of the Crown, dilgrace his Majelty’s Prefent, 
by Confifcation, and his Ambaflador, by a Denial of 
Audience, but render him, and his Attendants, no lef{s 
miferable than thofe he came to redeem. The Am- 
baifador anfwered, That he could not engage himielf 
in that Manner for the Pavment of fuch Sums in fo 
thort a Time ; but did directly hire a Polacre to carry 
over Letters to the Governor of Gibra/tar, intreating 
him to fend the former Sum due, of 4399 /. 1s. which 
Was in his Potiefhon. The Governor tent back a Let- 
ter to the Ambatfiador, and a fharp one to the Aleaide, 
but no Money ; whereupon the Ambaflador’s Houfe 
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was immediately invefted with a Party of Soldiers, 
who firft violently dragg’d away his Secresary, Mr. 
Charles Sturgis, tearing off his Cioaths, and tumbled 
him into a difmal deep Dungeon under Ground, called 
the Mortimore, where he lay buried, without Light of 
Sun or Moon, for above three Weeks ; and not only 
fo dark, but fo dark and chilly it was, as might, but 
for the fignal Favour of Providence, have loft him the 
ufe of his Limbs, or Life itfelf. Afterwards twenty - 
feven of the Exgli/h Slaves were taken, in the like 
manner, out of their Prifon, and with a Portugueze, 
who was one of the Ambaflador’s Servants, hurried 
into the faid more dreadful Interment ; and the Am- 

baflador himfelf had Irons brought into his Houfe, 

wherewith he had been furely fetter’d, but for the Op- 

pofition made againft it by the Englifh Merchants ; 

yet they have degraded him, and taken off his Allow- 

ance. After three and twenty Days, one of the 

Guards brought Word to the Alcaide, that the Secre- 

tary was very ill, and his Life in Danger ; whereupon 

he appointed him to be led up before him, and when 

he underftood how ftedfaftly willing the young Man 
was to fuffer for, or with his Matfter, the Barbarian 

relented, and gave him Liberty to return home again. 

There is not a Moor, or a ew, fuffered to approach 

the Ambaffador; not fo much as the ew who was 
wont to fhave him. There is not a Letter, direéted 
to the Ambaffador, which is not broke open before he 
fees it, and interpreted to the Alcaide, by an Exg/i// 

Renegade or Apoftate. ‘Iwo Negroe Porters, who 
are planted at the Ambaflador’s Street-Door, have the 

Keys of all his Rooms, above and below; and two 

ruffianly Soldiers are conftantly pofted, to watch and 

fleep every Night at his Chamber Door ; nor can his 

Secretary go any where abroad without a Guard. 

The Alcaide, finding no Money arrive from Giéra/- 

tar, by the Time limited, and that the Governor had 

paid no Regard to his Proteft againft the Ambaflador, 

gave him to underftand, that he had compelled feve- 

ral of the Eng/i/> Merchants to fell their Goods ; and 

alfo forcibly feized upon Part of their King’s Prefents, 

defigned for the Emperor, to fulfil his Engagements 

with him ; and the Remainder thereof is expected e- 

very Moment to be alfo carried away. The Englih 

Merchants were frighted from the Coaft at thefe Se- 

verities, ‘till, at laft, that they might be induced to re- 

turn and trade again as ufual, the Alcaide ordered the 

Captives to be releafed out of the Mortimore, and re- 

mitted again to their Prifon. On the 28th of O@ober ar- 

rived there the Brave Xebeque, Captain Hafwwell, with 

Letters from the Governor of Gibraltar to the Am- 

bafiador, fignifying, That no Money could be fent by 

the faid Governor, ’till he had receiv’d a final Anfwer 

from the Government. The Ambafflador has not 

wanted Courage becoming the Honour of his Coun- 
try, or Condefcenfion, compatible with the Dignity of 
his Commiffion, enough to have gained him both Re- 

{pect and Affection among any humane and civilized 

Peophe ; but tho’ it has been his generous Ambition to 
diminifh 
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fiminifh the Number of our Captives, it has been his 
Misfortune to encreafe it: And thus are they w aiting 
with Chriftian Patience, until they can meet with fome 
Chriftian Relief.

The Project for fetung 
up of new Manufactures goes on fucceisfully. The 
Workmen lately arrived from England, are all Roman 
Catholicks from Lancafhire. It is aflured that the 
Regency has refolved to caufe the Linen of foreign 
Countries, which is wanted for the King’s Dominions 
in America, to be bought and jent by themfelves.

The Clouds which for fome Time pait have been 
collecting, and at prefent hang over Italy, feem to 
thicken every Day more than other, and if any Faith 
cin be had in the political Barometers, one of tne 
mot violent Storms is to be expected in that Part of 
the World. ‘The Republick of Genoa now begins to 
think in a differentWay to what it did during the late 
War; for it makes ferious Refieétions upon the Affairs 
which are tranfa€ting in Italy. There is aftually a 
perfect Tranquility now fettled in the City of Genoa ; 
dut the Affairs of Corfica are not yet brought to a Cri- 
fis, nor will, it is thought, be fo very foon, it being 
now pofitively faid, that there will neither be a Sale, 
nor an Exchange, nor a Reftoration of that tumultuous 
land ; and ’tis added, that France neither talks of 
eitoring, nor of purchafing it, probably from the 
Principle that People have no Occafion te purchafe 
what they are already in Poffeffion of.
